Benjamin Weale, On Saturday Dees mber 15, 
1 lot trom my Door, a Copper-bottomof an Hun- 
dred and odd Pounds Weight in the Evening;

On 
Monday the 17th of A about 7 in the 
Evening a Meſſenger came from Houndſgitch, to 
let me know be beliey'd he could give me Infor- 
mation about my Goods. Upon this I went to 
Mr Simms, a Founder, in Houndſditeb, and found 
about a third Part of the Copper-bottom in the 
Scales, in Order to be weigh'd and fold. Mr 
Simms's S2rvants imagin'd it was mine, ſo they 
delay'd paying for it, and ſent for me; My Ser- 
vants, as well as I, being poſitive to the Goods, 
Mr Simm told me he had order'd Mr Peartree 
(who brought it) to call again for the Money, and 
if we woul 50 to a publick Houſe, he would ſend 
for us wen he came. My Servants (Daniel Mar- 
In and Henry Clark) went accordingly, to an Ale- 
houſe in the Neighbourhood; and about 8 o'Clock, 
we were all ſent for ; we asked him how he came 
by the Goods? He ſaid, he had them from the 


Priſoner Maxwell, and that Maxwel told him, he

Matthew Brown. I had been to Hanover Square, 
laft Sunday was a Fortnight, to ſee my Brother, 
and I ſtaid with him, till between 6 and 7 in the 


Evening; then I came directly homewards. It 


was a diſmal cold Night, and very ſnowy, ſo I 
had a great Coat on with the Cape under my 
Hat, and pull'd over my Face, and my Hands 
were wrapp'd up in my Coat. As I came up 
Chick-Lane in my way Home, between 7 and 8 
o'Clock, the Priſoner came out of an Alley, 
Thatcb'd Alley) and gave me a Blow with his 
ziſt, (I believe) which knock d me down. The 
Priſoner was the Man, and no Man elſe; I am 
ſure of it, for I took particular Notice of him. 
I fell down with the Blow, and the Priſoner fell 
upon me. We ſtruggled together, and juſt as I 
ot from him, he drew my Watch out of my Fob 
ocket. I call'd out Thieves] but he ran away 
with the Watch into the Alley: I purſued him, 
and made two or three Strokes at him, but he got 
away,

ay, and ran into a Houſe, As I ran down the. 
Alley after him, I cry'd Thieves! Murder ! I am 
robb'd of my Watch ! But 2 Women held out their 
Arms and ſtopp'd me; I gave one of them a Blow 
on the Breaſt and knock'd her down; then I ran 
ſt them and followed the Priſoner into the 
ouſe. As ſoon as I got in, the Priſoner turn'd 
himſelf round, look'd me in the Face, and then 
laid himſelf down on a Bed, in the Ground · Room. 


Icharged him with taking my Watch, and would + 


have taken him off the Bed, but ſome Men and 
Womgn (who were in the Room) wonld not ſuf- 
fer me to take him, The Landlady of the Houſe 
ſaid, d-mn you, you Son of a Bitch, bring a 
Guinea or 20 Shillings and you ſhall have your 
Watch again To-morrow Morning, * the 
Priſoner, (who lay all this while on the Bed) if 
the poor Man will bring 10 Shillings he ſhall have 
it again, I inſiſted upon having my Watch, or 
the Priſoner off the Bed, upon which they all 
fell a thumping me, and knock'd me out of Doors, 
They would not let me have the Priſoner, but 
thump'd me and beat me upon the Breaſt and 
under the Ribs, and turn'd me out of the Houſe. 
Then I calFd out for Aſſiſtance, and a Soldier 
coming by, I told him a Thief was gone in there 
who had robb'd me of my Watch, and I would 
ive him Half a Crown, if he would call a Con- 

able. Another Soldier came up at the ſame 
Time, and bid me give 'em the Money firſt, I 
aid, I would give them a Crown, as ſoon as 
they brought me an Officer, but I did not care 
to give em the Money before-hand. Upon this, 
they likewiſe began to thump me about: I told 
them I believ'd they were all alike, and ran 
Home to my Wife: We ſaw I was very much 
*frighted, and upon my telling her what had ha p- 

en'd, ſhe ad viſed me to go to Mr Robinſon, (my 

eighbour) and by his Directions I got a Search- 


Warrant from Juftice Mroth, and went with it 


that ſame Night to St Sepulchre's, where I got a 
Conftable who went with me to the Honſe, and 
took the Priſoner. I ſhew'd him likewiſe, the 
Woman who bid me bring a Guinea or 20 s. if I 
would have my Watch again, I did not ſee the 
Priſoner when J firſt went in with the Conſtable ; 
but upon taking a Candle, and looking round the 
Room, I found him creeping round a Table, to 
et to the Door. I am poſitive I had the Watch 
in my Fob, when the Priſoner and I ftruggled 
together, and I ſaw it in his Hand, when he ran 
from me into the Alley. To the beſt of my Know- 
ledge he put it ia his Coat Pocket. 
1 hoy Watchman. 1 know nothing of 
the Robbery, but as Mr Brown had ſubſcrib'd (de-

ſerib d) the Man, I call'd the Conſtable, and we 
went and took the Priſoner, as he had ſubſcrib'd 


him, in Thatch'd Alley, in'Chick-Lane. He did 


not own the Fact himſelf, but there was a Wo- 
man went with us to the Pump Alebouſe (who 
paſs'd for the Prifonet's Wife) and ſhe told us, 
that in caſe her Husband ſhould not be profecut- 
ed, ſhe woutd produce Mr Brown's Watch. 
The Priſoner was preſent, and in the Hearing of

Sunday was a Fortnight came home about 8 oO 
Clock very much *frighted, and ſaid he had been 
knock'd down in Chick-Lane, and had been robb'd 
of his Watch, by a ſhort thick freſh coloured Man, 
in a light colour'd Coat, and that he ſhould know 
him again from an Hundred, He asked me and 
my Bedfellow to go with him, to the Houſe, and 
aſſiſt him in taking the Man, We agreed to go 
with him; but we firſt went to Mr. Robinſon, 
(our Neighbour) and he ſent us to Mr Juftice 


Wroth, who order'd us to go that Night, to the 


Watch-houſe, and take the Conftable with us. 
When we had got a Conftable, Mr Brown carry'd 
us to the Houſe where we found the Priſoner 
and as ſoon as we got in, Brown ſaid, this is the 
Woman that told me I ſhould have my Watch 
To-morrow Morning, if I would bring her a 
Guinea, or 20s, There was one Sarah Hawking 
in the Room at the ſame Time, and ſhe jump'd 
up at the Conſtable, and ſaid, — d- mn you, 
Pl cut your Noſe; but he gave her a Thump on 
the Breaſt and ſaid, —— d—mn you, you B—ch, 
whoſe Noſe will you cut? Upon which ihe fat 
down and was quiet. We did not ſee the Pri- 
foner when we firſt went info the Room, but 
Brown took a Candle, and found him creeping 
round a Table behind the Door, and gave the 
Conſtable charge of him for ſtealing his Watch. 
He deny'd the Fact, but we carried him to the 
Counter that Night, and next Morning we had 
him before the Alderman at Guzldhall, where he

Upon this I went with him to the Houſe, and he 
charg'd me with the Priſoner, who denied the 
Fact, both at that Time and before the Alder- 
man; but Mr Brown being poſitive to the Man, 
he was committed. 
DEFENCE. 
Robert Harriſon. 1 came home, as near as I 
can gueſs, about 8 o'Clock,. nearer 8 than 7, 
on Sunday before New Tear's Day, at Night: an 
coming home, I ſaw a Tumult about my Door in 
the ſame Alley. I ask'd what was the Matter, 
and a Gentleman in a light colour'd caped Coat, 
and in his own Hair, made anſwer and ſaid, that 
the Bitches had robb'd him of his Watch. 1 made 
anſwer again,—what Buſineſs had you in Bitches 
Company? If you have been in Bitches Company, 
you muſt take Bitches doings. Then I knock'd 
at my Door; my Children open'd it, and I went 
in. This is the Gentleman that made anſwer to 
me at the ſame Time, Tis very true,— and 
God forbid 1 ſhould take a falſe Oath. I have 
been a Tubman at Mr Dickenſon's Brewhouſe 
theſe 30 Years, and my Friends before me, I 
ow! there for Hundreds a Year, tho* I am a poor 
n. 
Martha Harriſon. There were three of us ſit- 
ting by the Fire that Night, and we heard a 
Noiſe in the Alley. A Man's Voice ſaid, I will 
give you half a Crown when I have done, and do 
yu hold my Watch, Preſently afrer I heard a 
an ſay, you Bitch where's my Watch? The 
Woman ſaid, indeed Sir I have not got it; the 
other Woman has it. I don't know who theſe 
Women were, for I was below in the Kitchen, 
and we did not come to the Door, till my Fa- 
ther, (the former Witneſs) knock'd. Then 1 went 
out, and (aw the Gentleman, in a caped Coat and 
his own Hair, and he was muffled up in his Cape, 


por fear any body ſhould ſee him. I ſaw him turn 


up bis Cape; it was not done up when I came 
firſt out This is the Man, (pointing to Mr Brown) 
and he cried out Murder! Good People of this 


after we heard a Woman cry out Murder, and 
People ran out to ſee what was the Matter. 
I know the Priſoner to have been a Poſtman, but 
I don't know how long he has lived in that Houſe, 
The People of the Houſe, are good honeſt Peg. 
ple, as far as I know, We live next Door to 
them, but my Father and Mother are not People 
who go goſſiping about to other People's Houſes, 

Mr Brown. I never ſaw a Woman all the Way 
in the Lane, till I was oppofed in going after che 
Priſoner into the Houſe, by two Women in the 
Alley; and thoſe Women 1 afterward ſaw in the 
Houſe with the Priſoner ; and they curs'd and 
damn'd me, and called me Son of a Bitch. Theſe 
People did not appear when the Priſoner waz 
carried on the Monday after the Robbery, to 
Guildhall. 

Elizabeth Ellis, Tam 17 Years old, the 3d of 
June; 1 was at Harriſon's Houſe that Night, and 
heard a Buftling up the Alley, and heard a Man 
ſay, he would give half a Crown, and hold my 
Watch. I heard Women; and by and by I heard 
the Man ſay, where's my Watch? A Woman ſaid, 
indeed I have it not; the other Woman has it. 
Then they cried out Murder, and the Neighbours 
came out to ſee what was the Matter. The Wo- 
man that got his Watch, ran away, and the Man 
ran up and down the Alley, —— here's my Watch! 
Where's my Watch! I' give a Crown for my Watch!

He could not tell; fo-I 
went away to Mr Gzles, our Founder, and de- 
fired him to make Enquiry after them, About an 
Hour afterward, I heard ſome of the Things 
were found, and being produced before my Lord' 
Mayor, I knew them and owned them; and as 
the Priſoner was carrying to Goal, I asked him 
for what was wanting?

I ſtood at the outſide of the Window to watch, 
and Pattiſon whipp'd in, and took the Stockings, 
while Mr Ridler reached down a Bundle of 
Thread.

EP:s (the Priſoner) knew us before 
this Time; Pattiſon and I, lodged in her Houſe, 
2nd we uſed to go out every Night, and, what we 
got we uſed to carry to her, She knew how we 
came by the Goods we brought her, and that we 
bad ftole theſe Stockings in particular. 

Pattiſon, There was no Body in this Robbery 
but the Evidence (Weblin) and I, We were com- 
ing that Night thro' Leiceſter Fields, and meeting 
emmy Styles, we asked him to pawa ſome of theſe 
Stockings, He refuſed, becauſe he was afraid 
they were not honeſtly come by: Upon which

Ellis, I had neither Act nor Part in this Mat- 
ter, nor have I ever bought any Stockings ſince 
I came to London.

Jury to Ridler. Bo you remember any ſuch 
Perſon as Styles, who came to you for a halfpenny 
worth of Thiead at that Time?

| George Moody. I came out of the country, 20 
Miles off, and on the 10th of Dec. about 4 or 5 
o'clock, I came from my Son's in S7 Gelzs's. I had 
deſired him to ſhew me the Way to Lincolu's- Inn, 
but he only directed me down this Lane, (Drury-lane) 
and when I came to the Globe Tawern-Door, there 
were 3 Women ſtanding there. I asked them the 
Way to Lincoln's-Inn ? One of them took hold of 
me and faid, — This is the Way ; and they carry'd 
me to the farther End of the Houſe. I told them, 
I thought it had been a Thorough-fair ; No, ſaid 
they, but we muſt have a Glaſs of Wine before we 
part. I refus'd to have any Wine, and ſaid I would 
not drink any, for I had no Money to pay for Wine. 
Nan Hill ſaid, ſhe would find Money. Sarah Bur- 
ges, (the Woman who keeps the Houſe) Nan Hill, 
and Nan Holloway were then preſent; and Hill 
fell immediately to rifle my Pockets, while Burges 
and Holloabay held me down in a chair. This was 
done in a Back- Room, the fartheſt from the Street: 
and they took from me the things mentioned in 
the IndiAment. —— 4 5. 64. in Money, a Hand- 
kerchief, and a Bundle of Writings which were 
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in my Pocket. After this I went into the Street, 
and enquired who kept that Houſe, but no body 
would tell 82 believe they were all of a 
Sort, and would not betray one another. Hill 
came after me into the Street, with the Writings 
in her Hand, and ſaid, If I would come in again, 
I ſhould have them.

We likewiſe went with 
her to another Pawnbroker's, where she ſaid she 
had pawn'd the Waiſtcoat and Sheet ; but the 
People told her she did not ask for them in the 
right Name, and therefore they would not pro- 
duce them ; ſo we ſaw nothing but the Gown, 
and that we can't get.

Pawnbroker, who refuſed to deliver the Gown, 
was ſent fir; and, in Defence of bis Bebavioar, ſaid, 
that He bad fhewn th: Proſecator the Gawn, and tho 
they did not find it with the ſearch Warrant be did 
not prevent th:ir finding it, for they ſearched where 
they pleaſed.

Richard Crimes, I loſt 301, out of a Cheſt in 
Edward Dudizy's Houſe, It was in a Leather 
Pocket, in a Cheft, which was locked, and I kept 
the Key of it; I took particular Notice, that it 
was there the 1oth of Feb. laſt, On the 19th of 
March I was at Work at Stratford, and Mr Dud- 
I:zy came thither to me, and asked me what Money 
I had in my Cheſt at his Houſe, telling me he 
found it broke open. I informed him, I had 391. 
there, and mentioned what Peices of Money there 
were. 22 Guineas, 3 Half Guineas, 2 Thirty-fix 
Shilling Peices, one Moidore, and 7s. and 6d. in 
Silver. Upon receiving this News from Mr Dud- 
ley, I came directly to London, and found my 
Cheſt - broke open, and all my Money gone. 
Mr Dudley ſuſpected the Priſoner, becauſe he was 
his Apprentice, and was run away. 
don't know the Priſoner's Age. 

' Priſoner. I am between 14 and 15. 

Crimes. The Priſoner being run away from his 
Mafter's Houſe, ſomebody informed him, that he 
had been ſeen with Money upon him ; this gave 


Mr Dudley a Suſpicion of him, and he ſearched - 


after him, took him, and got. him committed to 
New-Priſon before I came to Town. While he 
was there in Goal, I went to him, and examined 
what he had done with the Money. He told me, 
he forced open the Cheft with a File, and took 
the Money; and the Remainder, which was un- 
ſpent, he had given his Maſter. He gave me an 
Account, that he went out with the Money into 
Moor fields, and got into Company with fome Boys 
who were toſſing np there; that he carried ſome 
of the Boys to an Alehouſe, where they had ſome 
Beef-ftakes dreſt, and a young Woman with them. 
One of the large Peices of Money, (he ſaid,) he 
had given to a great Boy to get changed for him 
and the Boy brought him 21 Shillings fer it; an 
20 Shilliags or upwards, he had ſpent himſelf. I 
asked him how he had made away with ſo much 
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Money? He told me, be had bought Shoes, and 
Handkerchiefs for ſeveral of the Boys, and ons 
Handkerchief, which be had bought for himſei, 
his Maſter found upon him. In this Manner je 
ſaid he had ſpent 20 Shillings. The reft of the 
Money, that was milling, the great Boy had 
cheated him of; for he had given him the Bag tg 
hold for him at the Alehouſe, while be went out; 
and when he returned, he told him he was ſure he 
had opened it, becauſe it was not tied up in the 
ſame Manner, as it was when ke left it in his 
Hands; Upon which the great Boy denied it, 
and ran away immediately, The Priſoner waz 
taken before he had ſquandered all the Money 2. 
way; and Mr Dadley returned me 241. and up.

Edward Dudley. The Priſoner was my Appren. 
tice, and having ran away from my Service, I hap. 
pened to ſee him as I was going with a Friend into 
the City, and I laid hold of him. I had not any 
Suſpicion of his having taken this Money then; 
but my Friend, obſerving him to drop ſome upon 
the Ground, told me of it, and I ſearched him, 
and took 6 Pence and 6 Pence Halfpenny out of 
one Pocket, ard 21. 17 s. 6d. and a Handkerchicf 
out of another of his Pockets. Upon this I went to 
get Advice how to ſecure the Money, and in the 
mean Time he got away. When I came Home! 
found Mr Crimes's Cheſt broke open; and when 
the Priſoner was taken the ſecond Time, he owred 
te broke it open with a File, and had taken aua 
all the Money, Nineteen Guineas, a Moidore, a 
Half-Guinea, and a Pair of Buttons, he delivered 
me at that Time, which he owned was part of the 
Money he had taken out of the Cheſt.

Tit 
Gown mentioned in the Indiatment was my Wisch 
and it being miſſing, we taxed the Prifoner . 
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taving taken it and ſhe confeſſed ſhe ſtole it on the 
26th of laſt December, and hid it under her Bed, 
between the Bed and the Sacking, un- 
til the next Morning, and then ſhe carried it a- 
way very early, I knew my Wife had ſuch a 
Gown, and that it was in the Houſe before the 
Priſoner took it. 
the Priſoner owned ſhe carried it to pawn at 
Mr Coxon's the Pawnbroker's, and he ſtopped

Mr Coxon, About 10 or 11 o Clock in the 
Morning, December 26. the Prifoner came'to my 
Houſe, and offered a' brocaded Gown to pawn : 
this is the ſame identical Gown, Upon looking at 
tne Gown, and examining her, I ſuſpected ſhe 
had not come fairly by it, and my Suſpicion was 
increaſed, by her not giving ſuch ſatisfactory An- 
fwers to my Queſtions, as I expetted from an ho- 
neft Perſon, She ſaid at firſt, that the Gown be- 
tng*d to a Miftreſs of her's in Holbourn I ſent 
thither, but the Prifoner's Miſtreſs was not to be 
found. I then told her, I would ſtop it: ſhe told 
me, ſhe would go and fetch the right Owner of 
the Gown, and ſhe went out, and returned again, 
with a big-belly'd Woman, all whoſe Clothes up- 
on her Back was not worth 20 5. nor were the 
Priſoner's better.

Why then I will ſtop you; but before I could 
fer from behind my Counter ſhe was gone, I pur- 
ved her, but being in my Slippess, and the Ground 
being ſlippery with the Snow, ſhe out ran me, and 
got clear off. I heard nothing of the Owner of the 
Gown, till a Fortnight or three Weeks after; and 
then the Proſecutor came and claimed the Gown, 
I did not ſhew it him, at that Time, but-bid him 
go to Mr Oldfield's, (the Conſtable) in Taviſtock- 
Street, and if he made his Property in it appear, 
I ſhould be glad to return it to him. After we 
had been at the Conſtable's, we went before Col. 
De Veil, and there they deſcribed the Gown ſo 
particularly, that the Colonel ſaid, it plainly ap- 
peared to be theirs, and 'twas pity they had not 
taken the Thief, In about fix Hours afterwards, 
they did take the Priſoner, and brought her be-

Iam a Headborough, and went 
with.the Proſecutor to Spencer's at Pancras, to lee 
for the Men who had roþb'd him, but not finding 
any of them, we went to ſeveral other Places, 
without any Succeſs, But on laſt Execution-day 
at Night, we concluded to go to Covent-Garden

Mr Rhodes, Upon my Oath, I did not ſpeak 
toany one, about ſwearing againſt him foy the 
Sake of the Reward, nor do I want any of it. 

Thomas Simpſon, Spencer's Boy, 1 live at Spen- 
cer's at Pancras, and have ſeen the Priſoner at the 
Houſe two or three Times, but I cannot tell when 
it was. 

Priſoner. Did not you ſee me at Spencer's with 
the Proſecutor and another Man; and did not 
you ſee me playing with the Catcher and Ball ? 

Simpſon. Yes, I think it was the Proſecutor ; 
and another Man was with them: I carry'd a

I loſt a Silver Tankard laſt 
Friday, The 2 Priſoners came into my Houle, 
(the Sign of the Bell and Grenadier in Grub-ſireet) 
about 9 in the Morning, and called for a Tan- 
kard of Beer. They were ſerved with the Beer, 
ina Tankard without'a Lid ; and after this, they 
ſent for ſome Salmon, and then called for another 
Quart of- Beer, which was carried to them in the 
Tankard which I loſt, While they were drink. 
ing in the Houſe, I had a Friend came to ſee me, 
and he ftaid with me till 12 o'Clock; I then 
asked him to ſtep into the Kitchen and dine. with 
me, While we were at Dinner, we. heard the 
Door open, and my Wife asked me, if the Wo- 
men had paid their Reckoning? I told her yes. 
But have you taken care of the Tarkard ſaid ſhe ? 
upon this I ſtepp'd out to look after it, and both 
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Tankard and Women were gone, L ſaw it brought 
to them. They had it, and no one elſe; for my 


Friend and I were drinking at the ſame Table, 


and they ſhoved themſelves into our Company, 
and ſaid they would drink with us. Their Rec- 
came to 8 d. which they paid before my 
Friend and. I went into the Kitchen to Dinner ; 
and while we were at Dinner I heard the Door 
open; upon which I ſtepped into the Room to 
look for the Tankard, and miſting it, I went out 
of Doors after the Priſoners, Weſt I took in a 
Minute, upon the Spot, but ſhe had nothing upon 
her, However, I carried her before Sir FehnThomp- 
ſon, at Guildhall, who committed her to Newgate z 
and juſt as I was carrying her thither, Mr Ben- 
net, a Goldſmith, came to Guildball with the Tan- 
kard, and the other Priſoner, (Armſtrong,) but 
Sir Jobn Thompſon being gone from the Hal, ſhe 
was carried before my Lord Mayor, who com- 
mitted her likewiſe, I (aw the Tankard which 
Mr Bennet brought with him; 'tis mine, and 'tis 
mark'd W. CM, This is the ſame which the Pri- 
ſoners had before them, and which I owned at 
Guzildball : about three Months ago, it coſt me 
8 J. 16 5. as near as I can remember; but it was 
upwards of 81. I am ſure, I have never ſeen 
the Priſoners fince they were committed ' till 
now, 

Joſeph Reader, On Friday tte 16th of this 
Month, I went to Mr, Coſter's to drink a Pint of 
Beer, The two Priſoners were drinking in the 
ſame Room, and ſent for ſome Salmon, and asked 
us to eat ſome. About 12 o'Clock Mr Cofter in- 
vited me to dine with him; and I went back- 
wards with him into his Kicchen, While we

I found there was Money in her Stock- 
ing, and there being a Hole in it, another Watch- 
man picked it out, through the Hole with his Fin- 
er.

The Mark on 
the right Side, reſembled a Man's Hand, — or 
Fingers; that on the left fide was not ſo large, 
and was like the Print of a Thumb, and this 
ſeemed to be the Death of the Woman. I looked 
at theſe Marks, and take them to have been made 
by a Thumb on one ſide, and Fingers on the 
other, and that they were the Cauſe of her 
Death. One Symptom which corroborates my 
Opinion, is, that the Veſſels ſeemed to baye been 
full, and turgid; tho* that is not an abſolute 
Symptom, for in Apoplexies they will be the 
ſame 2: but this, with the Bruiſes on the Throat, 
Rrengthens my Opinion (I think) very much. 

Ann Collins, The Priſoner liv'd in the Houſe of 
one Richard Booker, up 2 pair of Stairs, and I 
lodged up one Pair in the ſame Houſe, Between 
10 and 11 o Clock in the Forenoon, one Tueſday 
in May, (but I can't tell the Day of the Month) 
I was in my own Room, and the deceas'd came 
into the Houſe. l deſired (Booker) the Landlord, 
to tell her I wanted to ſpeak with her. She ſent 
me Word, ſhe was afraid to come up Stairs, for 
Fear of the Priſoner ; but ſhe ſent me up a bit of 
Veal and Pork, for my Child, In about a quarter 
of an Hour, I heard her go up Stairs- with the 
Landlord ; he came down again directly, and in 
two Minutes after ſhe had got up Stairs, I heard. 
her cry out, Murder! and preſently ſhe cried out 
again. Murder ! Murder the Rogue will 
murder me ! | called out to the Priſoner, and he 
called me Biteh, and bid me mind my own pocky, 
itchy Child. The decealed called out for Booker, 
and cried, Murder ! Booker ! Beoker ! the Rogue 
will murder me] And I heard three or four Blows 
which ſounded loud into my Room; I can't tell 
whether they were given with his Hand, or what 
elle, they ſounded like Blows with a Stick.

—— [Peaver. I am a Watchman belonging to 
Aldgate, and was at my Stand, when the Priſoner 
eſcaped from Watſon. He cried ftop Thief; I 
followed, and the Priſoner ran thro* Savage Gar- 
dens, where I loft Sight of him for 4 or 5 Mi- 
nutes, by his turning the Corner, but I recovered 
Sight of him again, in that Time, and never loſt 
it again, till he was taken. 

Priſoner. How far was you from me when I 
was taken? 

—— = Weaver, About 7 or 8 Yards. | 

Another Witneſs. As the former Witnefſes were 
crying ſtop Thief, I ſtopped the Priſoner about 
the middle of Towerbill, He was coming round 
towards George-Tard, and I caught him by the 
Arm. — He was upon a full run. 


A Witneſs. I have know the Priſoner 3 or 4 


Years; I never knew him wrong any body of a 
Farthing in my Life. He was a Gentleman's 
Porter, and belonged to a Wine Cellar. 

A Woman. He is my Husband; I have no- 
thing to ſay againſt him, to be ſure, 

'A Witneſs, I have known him 6 Years; and 
never knew him guilty of a Fault in my Life. 
The Jury acquitted the Priſoner,

Mr De Veil. On the 18th of June, I employed 
that young Man as a Cook, to dreſs a Dinner at 
my Houſe, Theſe two Forks were loſt out of the 
Kitchen: the next.

Priſoner (a little in drink) brought me a Bundle 
in a Paper, ſealed with three Seals: and ſays he, 


put this by for me till I call for it. I put it into 


my Cupboard, and did not look at it for a Week, 
But on the Thurſday following I happened to be 


in a Wine-Celtiar, where I heard that Colonel 
De Veil had loſt 2 filver Forks, I ſaid I be- 
lieved they were in a Bundle I had from the Pri- 
ſoner, I carried the Bundle to the Colonel's, and 
would not let it be opened till I came there.

The Rev. Mr Lumley. What I have to fay in 
the Affair is this. That the Goods contained in 
the Indictment were my Property. That thoſe 
Goods were actually locked up in a Box. That 
in that Box were a Scart, a Gown, and a Shirt. 
That they broke qpen— A-—- Box belonging 
to me. That the Box was in the Houſe of Ed- 


ward Darling. I can't poſitively ſay his Name is 


Edward Darling, —— but his Name is Darling, 
and I take it to be Edward Darling. I have more 
Reaſon to apprehend his Name is /dward, than 
the contrary. That this Box was broke open, and 
it was in the Houſe of Edward Darling, in the 
Houſe where the Priſoners lodg'd, That this houſe 
is in Qucen· ſtecet, Weft minſter, by the Haymarket, 
y Piccadilly, The Things were in that Houſe 
on the 24 of December; that is, the Box in which 
the Things were contain'd. Belides, — leveral 
ether Things were then, — and there, ——depo- 
ſited in the Cuſtody of the 2 Priſoners, I my 
{elf conſented to have them put into their Cuſto- 
dy: and in their Poſſeſſion they were, — and 
they were ſo by my Conſent. Now what I have to 
obſerve farther is, I have already obſerved 
that theſe Goods were mine, and I do declare, as 
I am upon my Oath, that the 2 Priſoners at the 
Bar did ſay, They broke open this Box, and took 
the Goods out of the Box, in order to pledge 
them. in order to raiſe: a certain Sum of Mo- 
ney upon them. I did not lodge in the ſame 
Houſe, I came from PFortſmouth.— I am 
Chaplain of the Centurion Man of Wars and when 
Etame to Town, I put the Box into their Po- 


| ſeſkion;. My'Sponſe was acquainted with them,— 


L never was acquainted with them above a Month, 
or 6 Weeks, tho my Speuſe had known them ſome 
time before, This particular Box was ſent to 
them, by my DireQion,— It was not only di. 
rected to them, but was left in their Cuftody, 
This Box did not come from Portſoub, for the 
Box, this Box, my Lord, was à Box that my 
Wife had to put her Linnen in, and ſeveral other 
neceſſary things — when I took it to Town, I 


put in my Scarf, and the Shirt, and the Linnen 
Gown; and this Box (my Lord) was broke open, 
Now this Box I did not ſend it from Portſmouth, — 
My Wife took it from Lawbetb ; and this Box had 
afterwards a Lock put to it, after it came from 
Lambeth. That this Box was lock d. is out of 
the. Queition, it was ſent immediately from 
Lambeth to Dar lings Houle, and my Wife ſent it. 
L have already told you, -- that this Box did 
not come from Portſmouth 5 that theſe T hings 
were not contained in the Box, when it came 
from Lambeth; but IL put theſe Things into it, in 
the Houſe of Darling, and locked it with my own 
Hands. — I put them in with my own Hands, 
after the Box came there, If I might be ſo bold 
as to trouble the Court with a long Detail, as Sir 
Edward Hill is not here, but if Sir Edward 
Hill was here, he could inform you, that if 1 did 
not proſecute them, they would proſecute me; 
for they had a Warrant out againſt me: I went 
before Sir Edward, and-he diſcharged a Warrant 
they had againſt me. I have no Malice in the 
Thing, but if 1 would not proſecute them, they 
would proſecute me.

Priſoners, We never pawned any of the things. 
We are near Neighbours to Mr Grubb, and 
he might have had him here to have proved it, if 
we had done it. 

William Bird, I know nothing of the Priſo- 
ners, but happened to be caſually going by this 
Place, and heard, that Mr Lamiey was carrying 
on a Proſecution, I came in; and all I have to 
lay, is this, That I know him, his Wife, and his 
Mother, and know them to be very baſe, vile 
People. I take him to be a very vile Fellow, 
and do believe that he would not ſpeak Truth 
upon Oath. 

Mary Croſſman. Mr Lamley and his Wife 
lodged at our Houſe between 5 and 6 Months. 
Elizabeth Grazeff the younger uſed to come to ſee 
them; ſhe was a particular Acquaintance of theirs, 
and, as I thought, a Friend. To my Knowledge, 
ſhe has lent them Things to pledge, to ſerve them 
in their Neceſſity. ¶ Ihe Box was produced.) This 
ſmall Box was all they brought to my Houſe, 
with all the Materials they had ; and- it was in the 
ſame Condition as it is now, without a Lock, and 
but one Hinge to it. He went away in December, 
and his Wife went in the ſame Month, 

Mr Lumley. I delice ſhe may be asked, if I 
had not a Scarf in that Box, which coſt me 19 s,

Croſſman. He had a Scarf, but that was gone:

Mc Lumley. W hy which way did the Scarf go? 

Croſſman. Why, I believe the Way that all the 
reft of his Things went; — they had pawned 
them all, and bad nothing to put on their Backs,

an Inventory of all the Goods that] ſeized. 


Tho. Croſs. Grageff the Younger was acquainted ' 


(I know) with Mrs Lumley ; ſhe uſed to come to 
ſee the Lumleys, and I believe was à Friend to 
them. He gave an Account of Mr Lumley's 


trifiing 
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trifling ewitly him on Account of a Debt, but this had 


no relation to the Matter in Queſtion. 

Elizabeth Hoſkinzg, Some Time ago, I was 50. 
ing along the Strand, and faw Mr Lumley and his 
Mother. The Mother ſaid, this is one of Mrs 
Craxe fs Kinſwomen. Mr Lumley damned and 
curſed both Mrs Grazeff, and her Daughter; and 
faid, he would do their Buſineſs for them. He ſaid 
he had got one of them in Newg-te, and that he 
would have them both tranſported. 

Mr Lumley. I defire ſhe may be aſked, whether 
ſhe did not come to me once or twice, in order to 
make up this Affair. | 4 

Heins. I came to your Houſe to ſpeak to your 
Mother about it, but it was at your own Requeſt. 

Nathanicl Brown. I have known the two Pri- 
ſoners at the Bar, for ſome Time. They know no- 
thing of my being here ; nor did I know any thing 
of this Aſtair, till now: but as I happened to be 
here, I can ſay, they live not 100 Yards from me, 
and bear as honeſt Characters as any People in the 
World. They keep a Milliner's Shop, and fell 
Gloves ; I never heard the. leaſt ill Thing of them 
in the World. 

The Jury acquitted the Priſoners, and the Court 
granted them a Copy of the Indictment. 


296. + Milliam Bird of Pancras was indifted 
for that he not having God before his Eyes, &c. 
in and upon Mary Bird his Wife, felonoiuſly, &c. 
did make an Aſſault, and with both his Hands, in 
and upon the top of the Head of the ſaid Mary, 
divers Times, feloniouſly did ſtrike and beat, giv- 
ing her a mortal Bruiſe of which ſhe inſtantly died. 
June 22. 

He was a ſecond Time charged by Virtue of 
the Coroner's Inqueſt, for feloniouſly ſlaying the 


ſaid Mary. 

Mary Slate. I lodged in William Bird's Houfe 
almoſt two Years. On Sunday Morning, the 21ſt 
or 22d of June, when the Accident happened, the 
Priſoner's Prentice Girl came up and called me be- 
tween 3 and 4 in the Morning. When I came 
down Stairs, I found her lying dead upon the 
Floor, and he lay by her. Then I called the Pri- 
ſoner's Siſter Barker, who lodged a little higher up 
the Road, at the Dog and Duck. When we came 
down to the Houſe again, he ſtaggered himſelf up, 
and went up Stairs, in a ſtaggering Manner. I 
found her dead in the Shop, upon the Floor, and 
he lying by her. After he had ſtaggered up Stairs, 
he laid himſelf on the Bed. About 12 o'Clock, 
a Woman (whom I never ſaw before or fince as I 


know of) came up and aſked him how the Acci- 


% 


dent happened? His Anſwer was, —— it was un- 
lucky. I, and another Woman, ſtripped the de- 
ceas'd, and all the Marks I ſaw upon her, were 2 
Blows, black Marks, one on one Shoulder, and 
one on another ; and a little Pinch on . her upper 
Lip. The black Marks were juſt on the Top of 
her Shoulders. They lived together pretty well, 
except ſome Times, when he had a little Liquor 
in his Head : then he would ſwear at her, but 1 
never ſaw him ſtrike her in my Life. He has a 
Child by her which is now between 23 and 24 


Years of Age. 


Paul Lewis, I was employed as a Surgeon, to 
open the. deceaſed's Head; and I found a ſmall 
Wound upon the very top of the Head, which [ 
ſuſpected was the Occaſion of her Death. I took 
off the hairy Scalp, and underneath the Scalp, upon 
the Skull; I found 2 ſmall FraQtures, about the 
Length of half an Inch each, which did not pene- 
trate farther than the firſt Table. Then I opened 
the Skull, and under thoſe Fractures, between the 
Dura Mater and the Pia Mater, I found a large 
quantity of extravaſated Blood, which I imagine 
was the cauſe of her Death. The Priſoner had 
ſtabbed himſelf, as ſoon as he found his Wife wa 
dead, and the Sword had penetrated 6 or 7 Inches 
into his Body, his Sword was bloody above; 
Inches. Upon finding the Wound to be a Puncture, 
I opened it above 6 or 7 Inches ; 'and during the 
Time I attended to dreſs him, Mr Wil aſked 
him how the Accident happened ? He faid he gave 
the deceas'd an unhappy blow, with his Right- 
Hand, for being a Left-handed Man, he was afraid 
if he ſtruck her with his Left-Hand, he ſhould have 
done her a Miſchief, With that Blow he faid the 
deceas'd reeled from one fide of the Room to the 
other, and fell againſt a Sand-Binn ; for they kept 
a Chandler's Shop, and had a Binn in the Shop 
to put Sand in. He ſaid ſhe reeled and fell with 
her Head againſt the Sand-Binn. She had ore 
Bruiſe upon her Shoulder, but I don't remember 
ſhe had any other Marks about her. The Pn. 
foner always ſeemed in a diftrated condition, every 
Time I went to dreſs him ; which I took to proceed 
from his Concern for the loſs of his Wife : for be 


always ſaid when I went to him, that ſhe was the 


beſt Wiſe that ever lived with any Man, and that 
he would give all that ever he had had in the 
World, if ſhe could be reſtored to him again. Not 
would he fuffer her to be taken out of the Room, 
tho* ſhe fmelt ſtrong, till the Coroner had fat up- 
on the Body. I ſaw him about 8 o'Clock in the 
Morning after the Accident, and we could not ima. 


gine how he gave himſelf the Wound : upon wh 
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would ſhew us (he ſaid) how he did it; but we 
kept it from him, and were obliged to keep Peo- 
ple about him, for fear he ſhould do himſelf a Miſ- 
chief. I can't believe that the Wound on the Head 
of the Deceaſed was given by a Blow with the Fiſt, 
tis more likely it was done by the Fall: The Wound 


_ correſponded with the Mark on the Shoulder, and I 


prehend it mult have been done with the Fall, and 
could not poſſibly be done by his ftriking her. 

Jobn Barker. The Deceaſed was my Wife's Si- 
ſter. I can ſay nothing about the Accident. I have 
known the Priſoner 13 Years, and by all that I 
have ſeen, I know they lived very happy together. 
Now and then they might have a few Words, but 
I never ſaw any Blows given in my Life, 

ane Barker. 1 am the Deceaſed's Siſter” A- 
bout 4 o'Clock in the Morning I was called to her 
Houſe; and when I came, ſhe lay dead upon the 
Floor: My Brother had ſtabb'd himſelf, and lay 
upon the Ground by her, fide by fide. I know 
they liv'd as lovingly together as any two People 
could do. They were married the ſame Month that 
King George the Firſt was crown'd in, and have had 
a matter of 10 or 12 Children born and chriſten'd, 
beſides Miſcarriages. They always lived very lo- 
vingly together, except ſometimes. He was paſli- 
onate, and ſhe was as paſſionate as he. The belt in 
the World may have Words ſometimes. I live 
within 4 Doors of them, and never ſaw him ſtrike 
her in my Life, I have heard him threaten her, 
but if ſhe went out of Doors, he never offered to 
follow- her. - I was always with them from the time 
J got up, (if it was 5 in the Morning) *till Night 
when I went to Bed. I was always there, but 
never ſee him ſtrike her. I can ſay, he is as ho- 
neſt a Man as ever the Ground carried, and is far 
from being quarrelſome. 

Fury. The Surgeon ſays there were 2 ſmall 
Fractures, half an inch long; we defire he may be 
asked again, Whether he believes they came by the 
Fall againſt the Binn? 

Mr Lewis. Yes, I believe they did; for they 
were within a quarter of an inch of one another. 
They were ſo near, and ſo ſmall, that they did not 
make an Inch in all, with the Diſtance between 
them. There were 2 Fractures in the Skull, and 
but one Wound on the hairy Scalp. 

Brigadier Foliard. I have known the Priſoner 20 
Years, I ſerved in the fame Regiment with him. He 
is a very ſober, quiet, N Man; I never 
knew him quarrel in my Life. 

Major Hunt. I have known him 20 Years. He 
is a very humane, good-natur'd, quiet Man, and

pe deſired us to let him ſee his Sword, and he 


not given to quarrel, I have had him ſeveral times 
upon Guard with me, where he has had frequent 


Opportunities to ſhew bis Temper, and I always 
tound him a quiet, peaceable Man. |

giment with this Gentleman. I have known the 
Priſoner 15 Years; and have had ſome Op ortunity 
to obſerve his Temper. For a Friend of mine be- 
ing ill, he had a Mind to have this Man to attend 
him, and he was with me (on that Account) Nine 
Months, Day and Night: every other Day, he 


begg'd leave to go home and ſee his old Woman, as

Priſoner Miles. As far as I know, this 
Woman here, and the other (Morgan) did induce 
me to do it.

About 3 or 4 Days after the Pri- 
ſoner came to live with me, I fell fick, and kept 
my Bed for ſome Time. The firit Day I came 
down into the Kitchen, after my Illneſs, I was 
aſked for a Pattern of a pretty Mob; fo 1 ſent her 
with my Keys up Stairs, for a Bundle of rough 
Linnen ; and I miſſed out of it, a ſuit of Head- 
cloaths. 'This gave me a Suſpicion of the Priſoner ; 
and ſome body telling me, there was foul Towels 
under the Stoves, in the Cellar, I ſearched there, 
and found a Sleeve and ſome Pieces of Mr Pen- 
nington's Shirts. Then, fays I, — here is a Trunk 
which ſhe brought in, with other Folk's Things, 
Pl fee what is in it; ſo I opened the top part, and 
the bottom ſhe opened herſelf, and there we ſaw a 
great many things of Mr Pennington's and mine. 
There was a Dimitty Petticoat, a pair of Cambrick 
Ruffles, Pillowbiers, and a great many 'Things 
more, I taxed her with the Headcloaths, the 
Moment 1 miſſed them, and ſhe ſaid, — Madan, 
don't fret yourſelf, — you'll find them again. 1
